Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th December, ]982, one Section from the Hajo 
Platoon post of 49 Bn., Central Reserve Police Force, 
including Shri Pushkftr Singh and 7 other CRPF personnel, 
alongwith one Sub-Inspector of Assam Police, was deployed 
In Pakhamela area of Haio town to deal with ‘slogan shout¬ 
ing’ by AASU and AAGSP Organisations and to maintain 
law and order. At tabout 1900 brs., though Sec. 144 Cr.P.C. 
was in force, suddenly people appeared enmaas on both ends 
of the road shouting slogans. The shopkeepers cloaed down 
their shoos and joined the mob. Tn view of the gravity of 
the situation, the Sub-Inspector w'ho was on duty with Ihe 
CRPF, decided to take action against the unlawful assembly 
and formed two parties one consisting of a Head Constable 
and three constables, was detailed to contain the mob from 
the Chowk side and the second party consisting of one L/NK 
and three constables (including Constable Pushkar Singh! 
under the direct supervision of the Sub-Inspector, at the other 
side of the rood with rifles and lathies. 

Suddenly, the crowd started throwing stones, glass pieces 
and other missiles on the pollcelCRPF parties. In the mean¬ 
time lights went off and it became pitch dark. Taking 
advantage of this, the agitators came; out in large numbers 
and attacked the police parties on duty, One Constable was 
hit in the chest with to heavy object. Shri Pushkar Sineh, 
Constable, gave cover to him so that the victim could he 
token to a •>nfc' - -dace WMV rebelling the vVtlp- another 
Constable was hit on his forehead and was bleeding pro¬ 
fusely. Now only Sub-Inspector and Constable Pushkar 
Singh were left to deal with the mob. The Sub-Inspector 
was also surrounded by the mob, beaten and- dragged. But 
Constable Pushkar Singh without caring for his life, came to 
the rescue of the Sub-Tnspector. Both , of them were sur¬ 
rounded by the violent mob from all sides and severelv 
assaulted. Somehow the Sub-Tnspector managed to reach 
the other nartv headed bv the Head Constable and asked for 
heln to slave Constable Pushkar Singh who was fighting the 
mob single-handed. He asked the Head Constable to open 
fire in self defence. Tie entire police party reached the 
place wh'-e- Sb-: Pushkar ^rngh was held up and found 
him lying dead In a pool of blood with severe head injuries. 


Shri Pushkar Singh, Constable, exhibited conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the night of the 17th/18th June, 1983, the Supdt. of 
Police, West Dinajpur, received Km information that Keti 
Murmu, a tough naxalite who was responsible for several 
murders was expected to attend the Party meeting to he 
held at the house of Sangram Hemram of village Gadul. 
Police Station Bansihan. He immediately deputed the 
Police party consisting of Shri D. C. Sarkar, Circle Inspector 
of Police, Shri P. C. Das, Inspector of Police, Shri JT K. 
Ray, Inspector gf Police, two Assistant Sub-Inspectors, one 
Head Constable and thirteen constables to. handle the situa¬ 
tion. On arrival there, they swooped on two extremists 
guards sitting in the courtyard and over-powered them. At 
this, the extremists alerted their associates inside the house 
by shouting slogans “Naxalbari Zindabad” etc. Shri Sarkar 
devided the police party into two groupe, one remained on 
guard for the arrested extremists while the other surrounded 
the house so that none of the extremists could escape. He 
alongwith Sub-Inspectors P. C, Das and K. K. Ray took posi¬ 
tion under cover of mud wall between the room and verandah 
Shri Sarkar administered warnjng to the extremists asking 
them to surrender, who in response opened fire. By tactful 
firing Shri Sarkar injured some of the extremists in the room 
itself. After some time he again asked the extremists to 
surrender but they continued firing aimlessly. After a care¬ 
ful study of the situation. Shri Sarkar with two other officers, 
in complete defiance of their safety, again swooped on tha 
extremists inside, like commandos and succeeded m arresting 
extremists including Keti Murmu. Two service rifles and 
huge quantity of Naxalite literature was recovered from 
them. 

Shri Dwijesh Chandra Sarkar, Circle Inspector of Police, 
Shri Prodyut Chandra Dos, Sub-Inspector of Police and Shri 
Kamal Kumar Ray, Sub-Inspector of Police, exhibited cons- 
picous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high
